PRESIDENT HEADS
FLAG DAY PARADE
OF PREPAREDNESS

First Chief Magistrate fo
Lead Washington Proces-
sion Afoot

WASHINGTON, Juna 14.—For the first
time In history a President of the United
Stites today marched on foot on historie
Pennsylvanin uvenus ns a purtieipant in o
propagandn parade.

The event was Washington's plea for
prepuredness and a tribute to the flag, to-
day being the anniversary of the adoption
in 1777 by Congress of the. Stars and
Stripes as the national emblem.

Jmmediately In front of the Presidant
wis the U'njted States Marine Band. They
had ta set thelr music to the marching
ondenca the President net And [t was
some cadgneoe—ia mntter of 144 steps to the
minute, which begar the minute the proe
comnion stirted nt 930 A, m

As the President turned west from Fif-
teenth atreet Into Pennsylvania avenue on
the home stretch, membern of the Congres-
slonnl Union unfurled n monster banner
lottered:

CARRIES GLORY"

"BE FPREOPARED,
CARE ABOUT 91 ELECTORAL
VOTES, CONBIDER US,
THE WOMAN'S PARTY,

As the banner spread out a number of
pretty  girls velled the words directly nt
the President in shrill volees. The Presi-
dent took a good Inok—at the banner—
amiled nnd marched on

The columns rendesvoused nt the Capltol
and fell in line ot the Ponce Monument ot
the wost front of tha Capitol bullding
under perfect weather conditions, but soon
after 4 brilllant sun began to get In s
work. As the lne swung westward to-
wird the Treasury Department thdre was
avery evidence that it would take o lnrge-
dized Kerchlef to keep any presidential par-
spiration from wilting the presidentlal col-
lir baforo the presidential feet had coversd
the distance of n mile and n half over the
burning asphalt to the reviewing stand in
front of the White House,

The Fresident didn't seem to ming his
hike a bit. He walked with @ jaunty
swing that kept the large pompous gentle-
man on his left pumping the whole dis-
tance of a mile and « half

The Presidemt wore a blue perge ooat,
white duck trusers and shoes, with wocks
and tie 1o match the trousers, and a hoyish
atraw hat. Ruflolph Kaufman and William
F. Gude, local celebritles, who marched on
oither side of him, wore funeral frock coats
and shiny quart hats.
